Formulating 
the  Facts 

"It's  Greek  to  me!"  This  statement  shows  the  way  many 
students  regard  the  field  of  science.  Everyday  they  learn 
something  totally  new  and  add  it  to  what  they  already 
know  about  the  subject.  But  what  most  students  search 
for  is  a  ready  formula  for  learning  the  facts  about  science. 

In  ninth  grade  there  is  Earth  Science  with  the  terminol- 
ogy of  geology  and  the  specialized  vocabulary  of  astro- 
nomy. The  next  year  students  become  involved  with  the 
Latinate  terms  dealing  with  the  human  body  and  the 
bodies  of  other  animals.  For  the  junior  year  there  is  the 
excitement  of  balancing  atoms,  molecules,  and  counting 
electrons.  Balancing  equations  and  learning  formulae 
consume  most  of  the  time.  For  the  final  year  of  science, 
students  work  on  balancing  eggs  and  other  objects  which 
are  defying  gravity.  Likewise  high  mathematics  becomes 
involved  in  the  formulas. 

Regardless  of  the  level  of  science,  students  are  forced  to 
work  with  different  types  of  formulas  and  apply  them  to 
different  situations  found  in  the  laboratory  and  on  the 
final  exam.  For  most  students  however,  the  search  for  a 
formula  to  learn  the  formulas  is  still  to  be  found.

Calculating 
the  Facts 

An  assortment  of  math  courses  are  offered  at  RHHS. 
There  are  classes  for  all  types  of  students,  even  ones  that 
have  calculated  college  into  their  future.  Classes 
available  are  geometry,  alegbra,  trigonometry/analytical 
geometry,  and  calculus  for  the  college  bound  senior. 

In  geometry  the  student  learns  about  theorems  and  the 
process  involved  in  solving  proofs.  They  also  learn  about 
geometric  figures  as  well  as  useful  angles. 

Algebra  II  deals  with  several  types  of  calculations. 
Some  good  examples  are  problem  solving,  the  quadratic 
equation,  graphing,  logarithms,  and  an  introduction  to 
trigonometry.  Sophomore  Amanda  Buck  said,  "Algebra  II 
is  a  fun  class  and  so  is  the  teacher.  I  like  the  way  she  in- 
forms the  students  of  their  grades  after  each  test." 

Trigonometry  and  analytical  geometry  is  a  course 
designed  to  be  a  final  preparation  before  taking  college 
level  mathematics.  The  course  gives  a  complete  treat- 
ment to  the  distance  formula,  periodic  functions,  graphs, 
and  proving  identities. 

In  the  study  of  calculus  the  two  areas  of  differentiation 
and  integration  are  studied.  Trigonometry  is  reviewed 
and  hyperbolic  functions  are  introduced. 

The  math  department  has  the  correct  formula  for  calcu- 
lating your  future.

Translating 
the  Facts 

Most  colleges  in  the  state  of  Ohio  require  that  at  least 
two  credits  of  a  foreign  language  be  earned.  Therefore, 
most  college  bound  students  find  themselves  facing  a 
decision;  and  for  the  most  part  the  choice  is  Spanish.  Why 
is  Spanish  such  a  popular  course?  Senior  Bob  Lewis  ex- 
plains that,  "I  joined  Spanish  because  I  thought  I  would 
be  earning  an  easy  credit."  However,  Bob  and  a  lot  of 
others  who  joined  Spanish  found  that  their  anticipations 
did  not  quite  translate  into  reality.  Spanish  is  a  sticky 
subject,  and  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  dedication. 

In  Spanish  II,  students  apply  the  basics  of  the  Spanish 
language,  generally  in  the  line  of  translation.  Students 
spend  nearly  half  of  the  year  translating  from  Spanish 
media.  The  course  involves  an  indepth  study  of  all  verb 
tenses  and  irregular  verb  forms. 

For  those  who  truly  enjoy  the  Spanish  language  there  is 
Spanish  III.  This  course  is  devoted  almost  totally  to  con- 
versation in  the  Spanish  language.  Also,  since  these  are 
the  serious  students,  there  is  usually  a  lot  of  freedom 
allowed  in  the  classroom.  Spanish  teacher  Mike  Noreika, 
feels  that  enrollment  will  be  high;  "cause  you  can't  get 
away  from  Spanish."

Constructing 
the  Facts 


Industrial  arts  at  RHHS  is  an  exploration  where 
students  learn  through  actual  participation.  The  student 
chooses  something  he/she  wants  to  construct  and  then 
spends  a  specified  number  of  days  working  on  it.  The 
choices  are  only  limited  by  the  discretion  of  the  teacher 
and  the  price  the  student  wants  to  pay  for  materials. 
Robert  Horvatich  commented,  "I  like  this  class  because  it 
gave  me  the  opportunity  to  be  creative  and  the  freedom  to 
move  around  rather  than  being  confined  to  a  desk." 

Industrial  arts  courses  deal  with  technology.  The 
courses  provide  self-exploration  of  the  students  aptitudes 
and  abilities.  They  allow  a  student  to  develop  abilities 
that  may  be  overlooked  in  other  classes. 

The  machine  drawing  course  exposes  the  student  to 
modern  machine  drafting  practices.  The  class  is  divided 
into  four  levels:  drafting  standards  for  detail  drawings, 
technical  information  dealing  with  machine  drafting, 
manufacturing  processes  and  machine  drawing,  and 
drafting  standards  for  assembly  drawing. 

Industrial  arts  is  a  very  practical  course  where  some 
students  are  constructing  the  basis  for  their  future.

Art  is  one  of  the  few  subjects  in  which  a  student  can 
show  his  true  individualism  and  creativity.  It  teaches  not 
only  abstracted  information,  but  helps  students  develop 
their  artistic  capabilities. 

Art  I  is  an  introudctory  course  for  the  beginning  art 
student.  In  the  course,  emphasis  is  placed  on  exposure  to 
a  variety  of  art  materials  and  techniques.  Drawing  and 
composition  are  stressed  as  building  foundations  in  all 
areas  of  art.  Students  also  learn  about  art  history  and  how 
it  relates  to  each  individual  project.

In  Art  II,  students  learn  to  develop  skills  in  many 
different  media.  The  course  includes  art  history  as  well  as 
studio  work. 

In  reality,  art  courses  provide  a  creative  release,  and 
can  permit  students  to  work  with  the  abstract.

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  rewarding  courses  is  home 
economics.  Think,  in  how  many  other  courses  can  you 
eat  your  work;  and  the  only  time  this  could  be  a  dis- 
advantage is  when  there  is  an  error  made.

Computing 
the  Facts 


At  Richmond  Heights  High  School  there  is  a  three-year 
computer  program.  During  the  first  year  you  learn  the 
BASIC  language  and  how  to  apply  what  you  have 
learned.  The  first  half  of  the  year  deals  with  learning 
commands  and  how  to  structure  your  program  so  it  can 
be  understood  by  other  programmers.  The  second  half  of 
the  year  students  use  the  commands  to  solve  problems. 
"Computer  Lab  is  pretty  fun,  since  it  is  so  different  from 
other  classes"  stated  sophomore  Billy  Saar. 

During  the  second  year  you  learn  more  BASIC 
commands  and  how  to  use  and  write  sequential  and 
random  data  files  as  well  as  several  error  checking  proce- 
dures to  make  sure  there  is  valid  input.  Second  year 
student  Bill  Bray  said,  "Computer  Lab  is  a  challenging 
subject  because  you  can  work  on  a  program  for  hours  and 
still  not  see  the  correct  output." 

The  third  year  students  are  introduced  to  a  new 
language  called  PASCAL.  In  PASCAL  there  are  several 
new  commands  that  must  be  mastered  and,  like  any 
foreign  language,  must  be  practiced. 

Each  year  there  are  more  and  more  jobs  in  the 
computer  field  so  Computer  Lab  at  Richmond  Heights 
could  be  more  than  just  a  class.  You  can  compute  your 
future.

ANALAGOUS  TO 
RESPONSIBILITY 


CAP,  the  newest  organization  to  storm  the 
Richmond  Heights  High  School,  has  been  in- 
volved lately  in  a  large  amount  of  con- 
troversy. This  situation  is  mainly  due  to  lack 
of  full  understanding  of  the  group  by  other 
students  in  the  school. 

Originally  called  the  "Gifted  Program,"  it 
was  soon  changed  to  the  "Creative  Academic 
Program."  At  present,  it  consists  of  only 
sophomores  and  freshmen  in  the  high  school, 
though  the  program  stretches  all  the  way 
down  to  the  third  grade.  The  organization  be- 
came a  reality  when  Mrs.  Shirley  Schellen- 
trager  begn  her  search  tor  specific  types  of 
students. 

A  series  of  tests,  consisting  mostly  of 
puzzles  and  knowledge  of  words  not 
commonly  used  in  the  English  language,  were 
given  to  the  fourth  graders.  By  the  end  of  the 
year,  CAP  had  only  twelve  members. 

Almost  immediately,  the  members  were 
ridiculed  for  being  in  the  group.  Their  peers 
thought  they  were  in  the  organization  simply 
because  they  were  so  called  "brains."  Mrs. 
Schellentrager  told  them  that  CAP  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  their  intelligence.  It  concerned 
the  way  that  the  students  went  about  problem 
solving;  the  ability  to  use  reason  to  come  up 


with  a  usable  answer. 

Over  the  years,  the  group  has  gone  through 
many  transformations.  Some  of  the  members 
moved  to  other  school  districts  reducing  the 
number  to  eight.  Mrs.  Schellentrager  looked 
elsewhere  for  work  only  to  be  replaced  by  the 
energetic  Mrs.  Alice  Carlin.  Instead  of  meet- 
ing once  a  week,  the  group  met  once  a  month.

This  year,  Mrs.  Carlin  introduced  the 
members  to  several  guest  speakers  relating  to 
different  careers.  The  members  were  also 
given  the  chance  to  join  a  mentorship.  As 
well  as  guest  speakers,  field  trips  were 
arranged  to  attend  lectures  at  Cleveland  State 
University,  The  Front  Row,  the  the  Cleve- 
land Art  Museum."  The  field  trips  give  us  a 
chance  to  learn  as  well  as  have  fun,"  stated 
sophomore  Lynn  Hamrich. 

Being  part  of  a  new  organization,  the 
member  found  he  has  many  responsibilities. 
When  someone  joins  CAP,  he  must  learn  to 
become  analogous  to  these  obligations. 
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Journalism  is  an  extra-curricular  activity 
that  consists  of  two  parts:  Yearbook  and 
Newspaper.  Winner  of  the  Buckeye  award, 
the  Newspaper  staff  is  one  that  believes  in 
faithful  reporting  and  getting  to  the  root  of 
the  matter. 

Members  of  the  staff  range  from  sopho- 
mores to  seniors.  Acceptance  was  based  on 
applications  and  staff  members  were  presided 
over  by  editor  Ann  Rossoll  and  Mr.  Robert 
Hodder,  the  adviser.  Ann  wished  to  continue 
with  many  of  the  ideas  from  years  past,  but 
she  also  wanted  to  bring  forth  some  new 
ones. 

The  paper  itself  was  broken  down  into  four 
main  sections:  News  and  Headlines,  Enter- 
tainment, Sports,  and  Editorials.  Each  section 
had  its  own  editor.  It  was  due  to  the  coopera- 
tion on  everyone's  part  that  the  newspaper 
was  able  to  meet  each  deadline. 

After  a  year  of  publishing  twelve  issues  of 
the  Salience,  the  staff  was  entered  into  many 
competitions.  The  Newspaper  won  a  series  of 
awards,  including  the  Buckeye  award,  one  of 
the  most  coveted  awards  in  the  state  of  Ohio. 
"Even  though  the  Newspaper  is  accustomed 
to  winning  many  high  awards,  getting  the 
Buckeye  was  a  special  treat,"  said  columnist 
Lynn  Hamrich. 


Each  year,  the  Newspaper  and  Yearbook 
staffs  travel  to  Bowling  Green  State 
University.  The  University  sponsors  the 
annual  GLIPA  journalism  workshop.  Both 
staffs  learned  new  ideas  and  techniques  for 
printing  a  modern  publication.  The  trip  lasts 
only  one  day,  but  there  is  a  week  long  seminar 
in  the  summer.  Photographer  Don  Zatyko 
attended  this  workshop  and  commented,  "I 
took  classes  on  how  to  take  pictures  and  how 
to  develop  them.  I  made  a  few  mistakes  like 
everyone  else,  but  I  feel  they  have  made  me 
take  a  closer  look  at  my  photography  and 
better  it." 

It  was  senior  Ann  Rossoll's  first  year  as 
editor  of  the  paper,  though  she  has  been  a 
member  since  her  sophomore  year.  Follow- 
ing in  the  footsteps  of  her  older  sister  Cathy, 
Ann  soon  showed  her  ability  to  lead  others. 
At  the  close  of  her  junior  year,  Ann  had  been 
notified  that  she  was  to  become  the  1986 
Newspaper  editor.  Almost  immediately,  Ann 
began  sending  applications  out  to  prospective 
freshman.  Once  the  year  started,  she  ex- 
plained to  the  staff  her  goals  and  ex- 
pectations. The  one  rule  she  put  above  all 
others  was  for  her  reporters  to  be  faithful  to 
their  paper  and  always  seek  the  truth  in  their 
stories.

Over  the  summer,  four  sophomore  year- 
bookers  attended  the  GLIPA  workshop  for 
journalism.  Craig  Chaikin,  Michelle  Zitel, 
Jeff  Warren,  and  Dimitry  Nepomnyashy 
went  to  Bowling  Green  State  University  to 
attend  a  week-long  seminar  on  how  the 
yearbook  could  progress  and  become  better. 
Guest  lecturers  gave  the  latest  ideas  in 
layouts,  copy  writing,  and  headlines. 

When  the  foursome  returned  to  Richmond 
Heights  ideas  were  flowing  out  of  their 
mouths.  The  year  began  and  the  rest  of  the 
staff  intently  listened  to  the  youngest 
members  of  the  group.  Before  long,  the  three 
seniors,  Tracy  Korn,  Ann  Dhamija,  and 
Robert  Agnew  created  the  theme  and  title  "A 
Complete  About  Face."  The  book  was  based 
on  all  the  latest  improvements  and  new  faces 
in  the  school. 

The  first  problem  to  surface  was  ad-selling. 
A  quota  of  $12000  had  to  be  sold,  or  about 
$660  per  each  person.  The  sales  campaign 
began  climbing  at  a  steady  pace  but  after  a 


month  into  it,  the  sales  tapered  off.  Then  the 
advisor  and  editor  had  a  heated  conflict  and 
the  result  was  junior  Brian  Schwenk  was 
elevated  to  editor.  With  ads  still  not  sold,  the 
book  was  vastly  approaching  a  later  deadline. 
"I  feel  that  because  the  lack  of  unity  in  the 
beginning  hampered  our  ad  selling  and  the 
progression  of  the  book,"  said  Craig  Chaikin, 
section  editor  of  Academics. 

With  an  iron  fist,  Brian  Schwenk  quickly 
made  the  staff  accept  their  responsibilities 
and  create  a  note-worthy  book.  Hallie 
Myeress  said,  "I  learned  a  great  deal  working 
on  the  underclass  section  and  I  owe  it  all  to 
Brian.

The  crews'  duties  are  mainly  the  technical 
aspects  of  any  production  or  program  on  the 
stage,  or  in  school.  This  would  involve  a  wide 
range  of  items  including  plays,  com- 
mencement, assemblies,  and  the  Middle 
School  Variety  Show.  Technical  aspects  in- 
volved were  the  building  of  scenery,  operat- 
ing the  lights,  sound,  and  curtains.  Each 
member  is  assigned  to  one  duty  to  keep  con- 
fusion at  a  minimum. 

This  year,  the  Guild  aided  in  the  prepara- 
tions and  productions  of  the  tall  play  "The 


Mystery  of  the  Black  Abbot"  and  the  spring 
musical  "Fame."  For  the  fall  play,  the  set  had 
to  look  like  an  English  living  room,  set  in  the 
early  1920's.  The  members  had  to  be  aware  of 
cues  for  guns  going  off,  thunderstorms,  vases 
breaking,  and  the  appearances  of  the 
ominous  Black  Abbot.  For  "Fame"  it  was 
back  to  the  basics  where  little  scereny  was  in- 
volved and  emphasis  was  placed  upon  light- 
ing and  sound. 

At  the  end  of  any  production,  the  stage 
guild  was  responsible  for  the  cleaning  up  and 
storage  of  props  or  materials  used.  Sweep- 
ing and  prop  moving  were  the  highest  on  the 
list.  The  fact  that  no  one  else  wanted  to  do  it 
made  the  job  so  much  more  of  an  honor  for 
the  stage  crew. 

With  all  of  the  burden  on  the  stage  guild  it 
was  hard  not  to  appreciate  their  usefulness 
and  enthusiasm.

teams.  A  lack  of  players,  size, 
and  discipline  in  practice  hurt  us. 
Also,  we  did  not  get  much 
support,  and  half  the  team 
moved  up  to  Varsity  so  their  time 
on  J.V.  was  limited."  The  Junior 
Varsity  team  ended  the  season 
with  a  record  of  4-16,  beating 
Cuyahoga  Heights,  Ledgemont, 
Perry,  and  Fairport.

A  CHANGE  OF  FACE,  Volume  23  of  the 
Richmond  Heights  High  School  Yearbook  was 
published  by  the  seventeen  member  staff  and 
was  printed  by  Hunter  Publishing  Co.  of 
Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina.
